Half of these were 
issued in New York and Illinois by 
52 per cent of the doctors of those 
stutes. Physicians permits to pre- 
seribe liquor were increased to 57,- 
597 in 1923. Men who had dropped 
out of active practice are said to be 
coming back since w hisky prescrip- 
tions afford opportunity for a bet- 
ter livelihood.” 


Gains Cited 


When this department came into 
my care in 1895 there were only a 
few physicians ef prominence who 
could be quoted as opposed to the 
use of alcoholic liquors as medicine. 
While all ia not as we could wish it 
today there is a great advance since 
this department began its agitating 
and educating. 

Pure food and drugs laws demand 
that the percentage of alcohol and 
the presence of morphine and some 
other-drugs shall be stated on the 
labels of patent medicine - bottles. 
These serve as a warning to the 
prudent, but much more is needed 
to check fraud and misrepresenta- 
tion in the nostrum business. Het- 
ter-class papers and magazines now 
refuse patent medicine advertising.

Louis. Holds Memories of Conquest af Middle HV est

S PART of a large and growing | 
movement to preserve places of 
importance in the early devel- 
opment of the mid-west, a group of 
ppblic-spirited persons have 
fecied plans to take 
home of Daniel Boone. 

This house was set up by Boone on 
land given to him by theo Spanish 
crown, together with the authority 
and honors of a Syndic. It is built 
of white limestone and modeled in 
the western colonial fashion. After 
more than a century it is as fresh in 
appearance as if it were finished 
festerday. Few changes have been 
made in any part of the exterior, even 
_ smnall porch or entry built a gen- 

‘ration ago being sufficiently appro- 
vitae to give little ground for 
criticism. The black walnut interior 
fittings are exactly as they were 
when Boone occupied the house and 
the mantels would give 
collector. 

The place lies west of St. Louis 
ubout 50 miles as the crow flies, but 
somewhat farther as the motor goes. 
It is in a region known as the 
“Femme Osage.” so designated by the 
voyageurs that preceded Lewis and 
Clark in 1803. It is away from the 
railroad about 15 miles and not far 
from the Missouri River. The Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution have planted a 
red granite marker at-a cross-road 
point a few miles south of the main 
highway, directing the tourist down 
the trail to the Boone's Lick country. 
Driving rfom St. Louis, the course 
lie: along what is known as the Bt. 
Char.es Rock Road. 

leaving the main Old Trails high- 
“way. the motor winds through foot- 
hills of the Ozarks that here project 
north of the Missouri River— 
from the towns, away from a railroad, 
1o the top of a ridge commanding a 
valiev that in miniature resembles 
the famous stretch of the Piedmont.

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EDITORIALS 


Now that the fury and excitement of the gen- 
eral election in Great Britain is over, public 
attention there will be- 
gin to swing back to 
the contemplation of 
those international 
“problems whose impor- 
tance was thrust out of 
consideration by | the 
necessity of choosing a 
new government. It 
will swing back all the more certainly because 
during the interval a very remarkable proposa! 
has been made by the League of Nations at 
Geneva, which, if it is ratified, will have an im- 
mense effect on the future of the world. It is 
all the more important that people should con- 
sider what their attitude toward the proposed 
Geneva Protocol is to be because a decision in 
regard to it is to be taken by May 1 next. 

The origin of the protocol was as follows: 
When M. Herriot succeeded M. Poincaré, after 
the May elections in France, he arranged with 
Mr. MacDonald to attend the London Confer- 
ence to give effect to the Dawes report on repa- 
rations. But he only did so on the condition 
that during the autumn the MacDonald Cabinet 
would take up the question of how security was 
to be given to France against renewed German 
aggression. Both premiers also agreed to at- 
tend the September meeting of the League of 
Nations in person, and it was at Geneva that 
the actual discussion of the security problem 
took place. | 

Mr. MacDonald believed that the road to 
security was an all-round agreement to limit 
armaments, and in his opening speech he 
coupled his advocacy of disarmament with a 
powerful plea for arbitration as the proper 
method of settling international disputes. M. 
Herriot, in his reply, said that he accepted 
entirely the methods of disarmament and arbi- 
tration, but added that, if they were to be effec- 
tive, they must be coupled with guarantees for 
security. The problem of reconciling the de- 
mands of disarmament, arbitration, and secu- 
“ity, was then referred to committees of the 
Assembly of the League and the drait protocol 
was the result. 

The protocol is an attempt to give greater 
precision and effectiveness to the procedure for 
the prevention of war laid down in the Cove- 
nant of the League of Nations and to fill up cer- 
tain gaps therein. Speaking very broadly, the 
original Covenant prescribes a compulsory 
period of delay before recourse is had to war, 
during which period the Council of the League, 
by mediation, arbitration, or any other pacific 
means is-to try and effect a settlement. it also 
imposes the obligation of subjecting to eco- 
nomic and financial sanctions, and possibly 
eventually to armed coercion, any member who 
goes to war without giving to the League the 
time in which to try to bring about a pacific 
settlement. 

The protocol goes much further than the 
Covenant, for it provides a system of arbitra- 
tion which automatically comes into effect in 
every kind of. international dispute, and im- 
poses on members the duty not only of comply- 
ing with the verdict of the arbitrators but of 
taking sanctions, which may be military and 
naval as well as economic, against anv state 
which rejects it. There are other novel and in- 
teresting features of the protocol, but this is 
the fundamental point. ‘It was also agreed that 
the disarmament conference summoned for 
June next shall Japse unless enough nations 
shall ratify it by May, and that the protocol 
itself shall lapse unless that conference is suc- 
cessful in arranging an effective plan for the 
limitation of armaments among members of 
the League. 

It is evident that the protocol is an extremely 
far-reaching proposal. It contains some mani- 
fest improvements on the procedure laid down 
in @he original Covenant, but it also very 
greatly extends the liabilities of those who sign 
it. There are signs already that British public 
opinion is not prepared to indorse the protocol 
in its present form, and it is very unlikely that 
the new Conservative Government will ratify 
it. None the less, the protocol is an attempt to 
solve the problem of European stability and 
peace, and that problem will not disappear sim- 
ply because the protocol is rejected. For the 
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first time an attempt is being made to deal with. | 


arbitration, disarmament, and security as a 
eingle indivisible whole. The questions raised 
by the protocol require the most careful 
thought by the democracies of the world, for 
world peace depends upon a solution being 
found for them. 


If anyone has seriously questioned the politi- 
cal status of the women of the United States 
since the adoption of the 
amendment to the Con- 
stitution extending the 
privileges of the fran- 
chise to them, surely 
that doubt has been re- 
moved by the results of 
the recent election. In 
Texas, for instance, 
where the right of women to vote has not been 
contested, a legal battle was waged by those 
opposed to the choice of Mrs. Ferguson, the 
Governor-elect, in an effort to obtain from the 
courts a ruling that women, although qualified 
to vote, are not, in the absence of special ena- 
bling legislation, authorized to hold the office 
of Chief_Executive. The contention of ineligi- 
bility was based upon the: wording of the law 
defining the qualifications and duties of the 
Governor, which invariably used the pronoun 
“he” instead of the qualifying phrase “he or 
she.” 

Of course, the outcome of such litigation was 
forecast from the first. The courts seldom 
quibble over such a provision when it is made 
clear that the qualifications and limitations im- 
posed apply to an incumbent or candidate, no 
matter of which sex. But despite the fact that 
it may now be conceded as a settled proposition 
that women are eligible for whatever public 
office they may seek, or to which they may be 
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chosen, the newly enfranchised citizens have 
not, as a unit, chosen to accept all the duties 
and responsibilities of citizenship. In many of 
the states of the American Union the law im- 
poses upon citizens of voting age, unless by 
express terms exempted therefrom, the duty of 
paying to the municipality in which they 
reside an annual poll or head tax. These laws, 


originally, were of course applicable only to 


male citizens. But would not the same reason- 
able construction of the law made by the Texas 
Supreme Court apply to the interpretation of 
the poll-tax statute? 

In New Hampshire, recently, a woman per- 
mitted herself to be lodged in jail as a protest 
against the demand that she pay this tax. The 
amount was later paid by a sympathetic friend, 
and as a result the issue which it was attempted 
to raise was not decided. If the law in itself 
is reasonable and just, it must appear that it is 
general in its application and that it thus im- 
poses responsibility on women of voting age 
as well as upon men. | 

But even those who submit to the provisions 
of this law do not always do so gracefully. The 
logic of the enactment, as old as the hills, 
almost, has never been quite clear. .It is the 
experience, generally, that the poll-fx levy is 
made up from the lists of yoters. For this 
reason, no doubt, many citizens have attempted 
to evade the levy by failing to register as quali- 
fied electors in the town or cities where they 
reside. Thus, and to the extent to which this 
responsibility has been evaded, there has been 
a penalty placed upon the enjoyment of what 
is declared to be an inalienable privilege. 

It has been estimated that less than one-half 
the qualified voters in the United States avail 
themselves of the privilege of taking part in 
state and national elections. Now, conceding 
the necessity of collecting the revenues derived 
from this poll or head tax, would it not be more 
logical to impose it only upon those who, when 
qualified, fail or refuse to vote? Instead of 
placing a penalty upon patriotic activity, it 
might be wiser fo reward the voter and penalize 
the nonvoter. 

The American women who reasonably insist 
that their legal rights should be observed and 
safeguarded might, instead of seeking, by sub- 
terfuge or otherwise, to exempt themselves 
from the unpleasant duties while seeking. to 
enjoy the greater privileges, set about the task 
of inducing their state legislatures to revise 
the poll-tax laws with a view to including in 
them some such provision as that outlined. 
Many men, and women too, who would not sell 
their vote for $2 or $5, will go to the polls if 
by so doing they can save that amount.

and to be able to impart the knowledge to his 
people, how the people of the United States, in 
the comparatively brief period between colo- 
nial days and the present, have achieved such 
wonderful material and intellectual progress. 
So he has set out to discover what induces and 
perpetuates this “temperamental hopefulness 
and vigor,’ as he calls it, that the people of his 
own country and race may profit thereby. 

It is no secret, neither is it a hidden mystery. 
To the American boy or girl who has read and 
studied the history of the period mentioned it 
is all as plain as day. 
achieved by processes which it is easy for any 
people to adopt, though those who follow them 
to success must see to. it that there are not 
those hindrances which this Czechoslovakian 
student so clearly sees have combined to de- 
feat the fuller development of the material re- 
sources in his own and neighboring countries. 
For centuries war has been the curse of the 
Balkan states and of the whole Near East. and 
it is because of this that, despite the sincere 
desire of a great number of the people to per- 
fect themselves in the arts and natural sci- 
ences, in music, and in letters, they have, lack- 
ing that assurance of political and individual 
safety which their American cousins have en- 
joyed, found it impo8sible, or at least unwise, 
to devote their energies to a development of 
their country’s natural resources to their ulti- 
mate. 

Since the World War there has been, par- 
ticularly in Czechoslovakia, a reasonable as- 
surance of political and industrial stability. 
Thus it has followed that the people of that Re- 
public, possessing the essential virtues and ac- 
complishments which are a basis of progress, 
have formed the nucleus which may become 
the center of a great forward movement. They 
have already made marked progress. One is 
inclined to believe that they, or many of them, 
have already learned the secret which their 
missioner claims to be seeking. And they are 
not the only ones who have learned or are en- 
deavoring to learn what makes for success, na- 
tionally and individually. They have learned, 
first of all, that it is not war. Perhaps they 
surmised this long ago. But now they know. 
They also have learned, or are learning, that 
democracy is something more than a profes- 
sion or a name. 

The world is coming to a realization that 
there cannot be true progress unless it is 
shared, at least measurably, by all alike. And 
it is being realized as well that by the very 
processes which they see exemplified can this 
sharing take place, and all this without de-

but in the small towns and villages, and on the 
6,000,000 American farms. What the people 
of these rural communities thought, he affirmed, 
found wavs of influencing state and national 
legislators, so that policies favored by their 
rural constituents prevailed over the wishes of 
the cities and industrial centers. Paraphrasing 
the old saving, he summed up the situation as 
he saw it in these words: “The voice of rural 
Main Street,is that of America.” 

This conclusion of a visiting statesman may 
not be concurred in by the sophisticated fol- 
lowers of H. L. Mencken, to whom all farmers 
are ignorant boors and enemies. of progress. 
The American farmer has so long been lam- 
pooned by the city wits, and cartooned as a 
brother to the ox, that he does not mind in 
the least what the select few think about him. 
Firmly rooted in the best traditions of the men 
whose labors and wisdom built up the com- 
monwealth of states into one great nation, he 
smiles at the buzzing critical flies, and goes on 
with his task of producing the food and cloth- 
ing of 100,000,000 people; each year creating, 
not merely manipulating, many billions of new 
wealth. Despite the unfavorable conditions In 
agriculture in some regions of the United 
States. the American farmer is sticking to his 
job,end needs neither pity nor to be patronized. 

Chief among the agencies that have worked, 
and are working, for the betterment of mate- 
rial and social conditions among the Ameri- 
can farmers. is fhat great and influential farm 
organization, the Grange, or Patrons of Hus, 
bandry, which for more than fifty years has 
been established throughout the large major- 
itv of the states. During all that period it has 
been valiantly promoting the welfare of the 
farmers by spreading a knowledge.of better 
methods of production in the varied branches 
into which American agriculture. divides. and 
of enlisting the co-operation of the individuals 
dwelling on the Jand in movements aimed to 
advance their interests. 

This work of the Grange has been carried 
on by the practical “dirt farmers” themselves. 
and neither inspired nor aided by state or na- 
tional governments, or the wise men of the 
cities. The Grange has no publicity agents to 
sound its praises, and little reference is made 
to it in the newspapers or popular magazines, 
but it is one of the most influential factors in 
molding the public opinion that shapes the 
national destinv. The several thousands of 
working farmers who are assembled at the 
annual convention of the National Grange at 
Atlantic City this week represent the true 
American vision; and their recommendations 
as to public policies will be largely an approxi- 
mation toward the course of national legisla- 
tion during the next few vears.

Fifty vears is not so verv long, from the mere 
standpoint of time. but when it constitutes the 
period during which earnest, devoted effort has 
been made by thousands of individuals to con- 
summate a reform, it represents a consecration 
of energy and love of humanity almost beyond 
computation. Quoting from the records of the 
second convention held by the W. C. T. U. in 
1875, Mrs. Ida B. Wise Smith. director of the 
citizenship division of the organization, read this 
resolution in Chicago the other day: 

Resolved, That, since women are amongst the great- 
est sufferers from the liquor traffic, and realize that it 
is to be ultimately suppressed by means of the ballot. we. 
the Christian women of this land, in convention assem- 
bled, do pray God and all good and true men, that the 
prohibition of the liquor traffic should be submitted to 
all adult citizens, irrespective of race, color. or sex. 
Will anyone now maintain that prohibition and 
woman suffrage are not twin sisters of reform” 


In reaching the conclusion to discontinue the 
sale of firearms, Sears, Roebuck & Co., one of 
the large Chicago mail order houses, has based 
its reasoning on. the perfectly safe argument 
that, the moral side of all public questions being 
the right side, it is good business to be on that 
side. More and more clearly it is being demon- 
strated in business experience, not that “fortune 
is always on the side of the largest battalions,”’ 
but that it is alwavs on the side of those most 
nearly in line with what is right. Dishonesty 
and questionable methods mav flourish for a 
season, but they have no abiding substance in 
themselves. Moreover, as James Russell Lowell 
wrote in The Present Crisis: “Then to side with 
Truth is noble when we share her wretched 
crust, ere her cause bring fame and profit, and 
‘tis prosperous to be just.” ‘ 
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Premier Herriot’s definition of the Frenchman 
“such as Iam myself,” as being one “who finds 
considerable difficulty in doing easy things and 
who does difficult things very easily,’ though, 
of course, intentionally epigrammatic, contains 
a whole lot more truth than fiction. Not by any 
means by strict analogy, but more from associ- 
ation, moreover, it reminds one of a French- 
man’s description of the English language. He 
was complaining of the difficulty he had exneri- 
enced in gaining a comprehensive; understand- 
ing of that tongue, for, he said, ‘When you first 
hear an Englishman say that a horse is fast, 
vou realize that he means that it is quick on its 
feet, and then the next time vou hear him say 
the same words, you find out that he means that 
it is tied to a post!” 


The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Paris 


Paris, Nov. 19 
Aristide Briand is expected fo be chosen as delegate 
from France at the important session of the League of 
Nations in Rome on Dec. 8. In such a capacity he has 


been exceedingly successful and will be intrusted, if will- | 


ing to accept the responsibility, with the discussions 
relative to the preparations for the conference on dis- 
armament. There remains also to be established a text 
defining ‘sanctions’ and “economic assistance,” foreseen 
by the Geneva Protocol. 
The recognition of kussia by the French Government 
has posed a problem for the many thousands of Russian 
refugees who inhabit the French capital. It is not their 
desire to be dispersed or to lose their nationality, but 
it is obvious that since the Soviet Government is the 
only Russian Government known to France, they must 
choose between naturalization in France or classifica- 
tion as subjects of the Soviet. Their visas and papers 
generally will have to pass through the hands of offi- 
clals at the Soviet Embassy. Naturally they shrink from 
this. On the other hand, much as they care for France, 
which has given them hospitality, they are not prepared 
to become French citizens. The choice is for them ex- 
tremely difficu!t. .

The Russians in Paris are, with few exceptions, earn- 
ing.their own living. At first there was great hardship: 
there were thousands of Russians who had been sud 
denly stripped of their possessions and who were not 
able to earn their own living, but now most of them 
have fallen into some niche or other. It is true that 
many who were in their own land exceedingly wealthy 
have now to work for small wages, and it has not been 
easy to adapt themselves to such a change in the stand- 
ard of living. Nevertheless they have remade their 
lives. There are princesses who sew and princes who 
work as clerks; a great many shops are run by Russians, 
and others are to be found in orchestras, with which 
Paris abounds.

To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 

Since vou have published a letter under the 
title which takes as its text certain remarks of vour 
dramatic critic in England about my play “Storm.” now 
being played at the Royalty Theater, London, perhans 
you will allow me to say a word. 

Your critic states that I offer ‘a peep into a society 
of humans whose palpable faults of character are held 
up to ridicule and contempt with scarcely one redeetn- 
ing feature to offset them”: and this remark is charéc- 
terized as “‘absolutely true” by your correspondent in 
the letter referred to above. I can best put my commen! 
upon this by saying that I challenge anvone to discover 
a single line in the play-showing ridicule or contempt 
for anv one ef the characters. 

To me the play is in essence a serious play, showing 
how people delude themselves and are deluded: and the 
comedy in it merely arises from the fact that peopie 
who think they are one thing when they really are an- 
other are generaily absurd But this does not mean 
that we should therefore deny them all sympathy... On 
the contrary, the play depends on sympathy «roused for 
alt any rate certain.of the characters to such a degree 
that the last act would be meaningless without it. 

May I suggest, therefore, that your critic and corre- 
spondent have attributed to me the sentiments of ridi- 
cule and-contempt that they themselves——but not I -—fee! 
for such people as those depicted. It is indeed not won- 
derful to find your correspondent sighing for a return 
to the romantic drama enacted by pasteboard figures of 
inhuman virtue, since poor human nature as it stands 
fills him with nothing but contempt and ridicule.

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A Definition of the ‘Honor System 

Te the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 

Replying to letter of A. C. H., Albany, N. Y., in your 
issue of Nov. 6, 1924, defining the term “Honor System,” 
as applied to*prisons, I beg to state that the title “Honor 
System,” being a misnomer, has in a sense been the 
undoing of a great many reforms in penal institutions. 

To those who for the love of their fellow man have de- 


‘voted their time and energy to the uplifting of humanity 


in prisons—and there must be an inducement other than 
the monetary gain impelling such, as prison officials are 
generally poorly paid for the responsibilities assumed— 
the “‘Honor System” referred to is applied according to 
the interpretation of the word honor by the official apply- 
igg the system. 

Classified or segregated prisons, would be the better 
term, to separate the “hard-boiled” from the “soft-pedal”’ 
institutions in the minds of the laymen. Contrary to the 
general belief all prisoners do not, in fact, enter the “big 
gate” on an equal basis, except in the case of condemned 
criminals, and they too can be classified and segregated. 

The classification of the prisoner should begin with 
his or her enrollment, and the prisoner should be segre- 
gated until classification is complete. The intermingling 
of all classes of prisoners, irrespective of their former 
status as citizens, until such time as the prisoner “shall 
prove his worth,” to be thereafter classified, is reversing 
the procedure. The average youth or inexperienced, 
chance or casual prisoner will learn more from the
